Then, the
principal business done was bolow Wall strest,
Pearl, Water, Front, Weast, Baa~er and the low-
or part of Willlam stroets contained the lealing
wholasa's houses, In Bleecker, Bond and Fourih
strests on the West and Fast Broadway, Ilsary
and Rutger's streests on the east, resided our
Merchant P'rirees. The heary shipping in port
almost exclu:ively lay along the East River
side from Quiney to Burling «lip. A few omni«
bos linee accommodated all the uptown trave!,
and they rcateely went above the Dry Dock,
Eighth street and G oeon aich village.

Real estate inthe cen'ral part of the island,
although 1aid out in lots, was of en sold by the
acra. Our places of worship wors all, or nearly
all, at or bolow Houston straet,  Fine parks and
pleasure-grounds were alm <t niknown —~Wash-
ington Square, then consilera! out of town, the
Park, Bt. Johe's Square, and the C11 Battery,
were tha leadiag places fur recreation.  No Tel-
egraphe, fow steam presses, few ratlroals and
steamsh! s,

Presto’ Change! The new scane strikes ths
eve with wonder and amazement. Large piles
of gray granite and marble stores and ware-
bouses wise up la Drosdway, Courtlandt, Day,

Park Place, Murray, Warren, Cliambars, Reads,
Duans, and many other streets, whers before
was a wilderness of rickaty two story buildings,
{nventions for holsting goods by steam, where
before the porter's back served all purposes, are
pow common. Fifth avenue to Murray HIlV,
and other streets far beyond, are covered with
the private refidences of merchants and basiness
mea of the city, that vie in eclegance and mag-
piricence with any on the face of the globe,

Both the East and North rivers, for miles in
extent, are filled along the piers with heavy
shipping. Inoumerable ocean steamships are
constant]ly coming and going; railroads diverge
to all points, and city cars mostly have succead -
ol the o'd omnibus lines.  Magnidcent temples
of worship loom up from one end of the island
to the otter. Union, Tompkins and Madison
sjuares, and Jast, ard noblest, the Great Cen-
tral Park, are now added to the places of recre-
ation, The Telegrayh furnishes news from
thousands of mfles in less time than it requires
to write it. Steam presses that throw off their
twenty thousand impressions per hour, are al-
most comstantly in motion; and Manhattan
I:land, from the Battery to Harlem bridge, is
filled with living, moving, breathing humanity.

Nor is the change in the country less great,
Take for example the young S'ate of Towa. In
1840, Towa Lad only 10,000 inhabitants, In 1850,
sne had 100,000, and now she ba; 633.000, as ap-
pears by the cersus just taken. lowa was the
{irst fres State bovond the Mississippi, and the
rapld strides she is making in population and
wealth will «oon placs her far in advance of
soma of her older compatitors, (Mther new States,
Wi coneln und Minnesota, arc not behind in the

march of improvement, and these new commons-
wealths at the West Lid fuir soon to out rival
some of the older saaboard States, The mathe'
of States, Virginia, must wake from ker slum.
bars or sha will soon be Cistanced by thess voung
liors o tha West,
